2. Purpose.—Export of Non-basmati Rice Is allowed withim 
ft limited celling as per the procedure laid down In paragraphs 
31-33 of Section I of the said Book. The purpose of this 


Nofiflcallon is to lay down the following special procedure 
flST^e export of Non-basmali Rice as per the ceiling limits 
released for the current year, in terms of Para 13(3) of Sec¬ 
tion I of the said Policy Book. 

3. (a) Special Poecdure,—The ceiling or export of Non- 
basmati Rice is placed at the disposal of Agricultural and 
Processed Food Products Export Development Authority, 
New Delhi (APEDA). 

(b) Agency for Registration of Contacts.—(i) Ihc ex¬ 
porters are required to register tbeir contracts backed 
by 100% Irrevocable Letters of Credit with APEDA. 

(li) MEP of Rs, 6,000 per M.T. (f.o.b,) be realized. 

(Ilf) APEDA will not allocate more than lO'-p of the total 
available ceiling to any individual exporter for 
export to all permissible destinations except to 
USSR. 

(iv) APEDA will allocate the ceiling after 15 days from 

the dale of issue of this Public Notice. 

(v) On fulfilment of said conditions, APEDA will issue 

ceiling sliw to the exporters, on llrst-eome, first- 
served basis, indicating full parlicuUtr.s such as the 
name of the exporters, number and date of Export 
Order/Contract and Irrevocable Letter of Credit, 
quantity allowed, f.o.b. value and the destination. 

(c) Issue of Licences.—^APEDA shall send the cciline 
advice to the concerned Port Licenxina Authority, who on 
receipt of the same from APBDA, shall issue export licence 
with validity of three months from the date of issue or 31»l 
March of licensing year, whichever is earlier within 48 heiirs. 

Cd) Last Date for Registration.—^Neither registration of 
coniFacls will be made after Slst March of the licensing year 
nOr any export will be allowed by APEDA after 31st March 
1991, even if the quantity of the ceiling remain unutilised, 

4. Penal Action.—-It should be the endeavour of the ex¬ 
porters to export the quantity of coiling allotted to them, 
in J!ull. However, if any exporter fails to export the full 
quaritlD' allocated, then the licensing authorities will take 
action to debar him from receiving further export licences 
for the same commodity. Before taking such acEon, the 
licensing authority will provide an opportunity to the exponer 
to be heard. Appals against such debai'ments can bo made 
to fhe Export Licensing Committee. 

5. Monitoring (i).-—Furnishing of Report by E.xportcrs.— 
Exporters are reqiiied to furnish a report regarding detail? 
of exports to APEDA and the concerned Port Licensing 
Authority within 15 days from the date of siiipnient or 
within 15 days from the date of expiry of expqrt licence. 
Failure to do so, it will be considered that their export is 
Nil and action will be taken in terms of Para 33 of Section 
1 of Export Po11cyl990—93. 

(ii) By APEDA,—As soon as the ceiling exhausted, 
APEDA will report to the Ministry of Commerce EP (AGRI. 
II) Section. 

(ill) A monthly statement indicating the full details, such 
as name of the exporter, the quantity allowed, f.o.b. value 
and destination will be furnished by APEDA to the Ministry 
of Commerce, BP (ACRL H) Section with a copy to the 
Director of Statistics (Shri Ram Murti) of this Office.
